At a directors’ meeting this after- 
noon of the Minneapolis Mill Co., Agent 
de la Barre was directed to remove the 
West Side saw mills, which have so 
long been unsightly landmarks on the 

latform, and to make arrangements 
‘or constructing a tail race contem- 
plated by the corporation for the past 
three years. is race will extend 
from Sixth to Tenth avenue, a distance 
of several hundred feet, and is designed 
to afford the mills on the West side an 
increased head of 10 feet, which, with 
the present low water, would be of in- 
estimable value.

I know of 
winter wheat mills which are getting 
a barrel of flour out of 4 bus 12 Ibs to 
4 bus 15 lbs the year ’round, and I 
don’t know of any spring wheat mills 
which are doing as well as that. I have 
spent years in. the northwest, too. Get 
more flour out of your own wheat be- 
fore you go south to teach winter 
wheat millers how to mill.”

I.was talking with one of the pio- 
neers in the grain trade of Minneapo- 
lis, the other day, about the proposed 
consolidation of the mills of the cit;

There are those, no doubt, who 
have recognized the value of long sur- 
faces in the past, though no one had 
announced himself ina definite way 
on this subject. I know a miller who 
is making six reductions on smooth 
rolls on soft stock, following the mid- 
dlings reductions, and in looking 
through his mill any one can see that 
the low grade stock is rich and the 
fine feed not clean. He is a good deal 
disturbed by this fact, and asks for 
more smooth rolls to make still another 
reduction. Now while he could prob- 
ably have used all his six reductions 
on various classifications of his stock if 
he had made them, he could have done 
it to advan as far as the value of 
the classifications was concerned. He 
did not classify his stock this way, 
however. He rana t deal of it to- 
gether and continued to roll it and re- 
roll it throughout the six reductions to 
the end, and with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. His trouble is short surfaces. 
He could take the same surfaces he 
now uses for six reductions and make 
a better finish with three or four. But 
who will say that if he had extended 
his surfaces on all six of the reduc- 
tions, and readjusted the classification 
so that each should have its own prop- 
er stock to handle, would he not have 
done better milling and gotten more 
money out of the wheat? This miller 
said: ‘‘Why, it is only a few years ago, 
when I was running a stone mill with 
two pair of rolls to help me out, that I 
did better work, made a cleaner finish 
with the two reductions than I am now 
—s on six.”’ The difference was 
this: On his stone mill he was making 
250 bbls of flour as the maximum ca- 

ty. He ordinarily made 225. He 
two pairs of 36-inch smooth iron

a pretty finish by the two reduc- 
tions for that reason.

The best milling done in the world 
is by the Hungarians. They are long 
surface millers, and they are long 
system millers. They usually make 
five or six reductions on the wheat by 
corrugated rolls, and not infrequently 
finish the bran with buhrs. The num- 
ber of their smooth roll reductions is 
legion. They do not reduce solely for 
the purpose of a finish, as is the case in 
so many of our mills. They reduce 
for the p of purification. If we 
will keep the past in mind, we will see 
that the greatest successes in milling 
in this country have been where the 
ideas of Hungarian milling have been 
followed most closely. The mill which

The principal objection of- 
fered, in the theory of those who are 
converted to the removal of seam im- 
Ay paca by splitting operation, is that 
tis wrong as a milling proposition to 
incorporate even so small an amount 
of impurity in a first reduction from 
which a _—_ grade of flour is to be an- 
ticipated. It is not to be neh that 
after removing this by splitting, for a 
term of years, the cautious er who 
enters the new field of operation loses 
sight of the impurity in question, su 
posing this impurity was covered in 
the quantity of so complete a reduction 
that the most careful could not detect 
its presence.

Alleged Breach of Contract. 





A Milwaukee telegram of Dec. 29 
says: “In the district court Almarin 
C. Richards has sued E. P. Allis to re- 
cover $125,000 damages. The plaintiff 
alleges that he is owner of a certain 
machine for the manufacture of flour, 
patented in 1877 by Charles M. Rob- 
erts. In February, 1884, the owners of 
the Roberts patent and the defendant 
entered into a contract by which the 
defendant secured the right to use the 
patented improvements contained in 
the Roberts machine. The royalty 
was fixed for the first six months at $1 
per bbl for every barrel of flour manu- 

actured in any mill where the patent 

should be The defendant has 
furnished to various mills machinery 
containing the patent, but has failed to 
collect any royalty or license and to 
make reports to the plaintiff.” 

This isa very badly garbled state- 
ment. The Roberts patent is simpl 
the adapting to rolls of the old Welc 
millstone exhaust. The contract al- 
luded to was to pay royalty of $1 per 
bbl on each barrel of capacity in mills 
where the exhaust was applied to 
the rolls. Allis & Co. found it of 
very little value, and used it but little, 
paying well for all the benefit derived.

The International Grain Trade. 





In an article bearing upon the East 
Indian competition in the wheat mar- 
kets, Prof. F. X. von Neumann-Spal- 
lart remarks: Those who have found 
opportunity to observe the wheat mar- 
ket for a long series of years, will have 
remarked the great rapidity with 
which changes have taken place in this 
trade. With the growth and changes 
in all other industries, grain culture 
and the trade in grain have widened 
into a net extending over the face of 
the earth. It need not be told how 
ooeny on the one hand European 
armers and farming capital have suf- 
fered from the boundless competition 
which has developed of late years, nor 
on the other hand what benefit has 
been secured to hundreds of millions 
of consumers by the cheapness of 
their daily bread, and the certainty 
that it will be a sure supply. When, 
twenty years ago, I made my first sta- 
tistical observations of this industry, 
there were only nineteen countries in 
and out of Europe which could be 
reckoned as producing territory, and 
the yield was but 6,131,000,000 to 6,325,- 
000,000 bus, with an international trade 
of $821,040,000. In my last statistical 
compilation of 1885, there were 24states 
to be reckoned as furnishing supplies 
for the world’s consumption. heir

“The commissary department of the 
French army does not produce flour 
enough in its own mills to supply its 
n as is done in some other coun- 
tries, but is obliged to obtain supplies 
from private mills. It seems that the 
regulations prescribe the reduction of 
grain upon stones, so that the authori- 
ties have declared roller flour ineligi- 
ble. The great mills, however, from 
which the supplies have formerly been 
secured, have changed to the roller 
process without any realization upon

mation would shut them off from fur- 
nishing’ army stores. The grain syndi- 
cate of Paris undertook mediation with 
the ministry of war in the matter, 
representing that there was no differ- 
ence between the flour from rolls and 


from stones which would enable any- 2 
one to distinguish them.

later, and before the ministry of war 
had made its decision in the matter, 
the well known chemist, Balland, pub- 
lished in the Revue Scienti, an arti- 
cle intended to show the difference be- 
tween the two classes of flours. Bal- 
land maintained that the roller flour 
was not so nutritious, as it contained 
less ash, fat and aromatic properties 
than the stone flour. 

“Tt is true that roller flour does con- 
tain less of oily and aromatic elements, 
as Balland maintains, but to the bet- 
terment rather than the detriment of 
the product. These elements are main- 
ly in the —, which is crushed in stone 
milling, but is separated and carried 
into the feed where the roller system is 
used. The oily particles soon spoil 
and give the whole flour a rancid smell 
and taste, so that it is really to the in- 
terest of the commissary department 
to get rid of the parts, the absence of 
which Balland marks asa fault. The 
lower proportion of ash, he stated was 
owing to the phosphatic elements be- 
ing smaller, as too much bran is taken 
from the roller flour. Doubtless the 
lack of phosphgte would be somewhat 
of a detriment to the flour, but we 
have our own view regarding this 
matter,” says All. Muehlen Nachricht- 
en. ‘The heavy, clean middlings, 
freed from all bran and milled on stones, 
show a higher per cent of ash than 
when milled on smooth rolls. This 
fact is due to the flinty particles rabbed 
from the stones in the process of re- 
duction.

It 
was desired to determine the qualita- 
tive results of an 80 per cent yield in 
both cases. For the tests 367 bus of 
wheat, cleaned by a single operation 
at the commi mill, were used. 
Half of the committee designated to 
overses the experiments were appoint- 
ed by the war department, and the 
other half by members of the syndi- 
catechamber. It was decided to mill 
only during the day, and, as the ex- 
perimental mill at Passy had but 11 to 
12 hp, it became necessary to divide 
the milling into two parts. Thus the 
breaks of the entire quantity of grain 
were to be made first, and the reduc- 
tion of the various middlings was to 
follow. It is not stated whether, in 
this most peculiar process, the break 
flour remained in the material, or 
whether it belonged to the first series 
of ee to separate it.

“Baking tests showed no general

flour were whiter and kept fresh and 
moist longer. 

“These tests seem not to have satis- 
fied the war departmeut, for it has or- 
dered other experiments with hard as 
well as soft wheats, reduced in the 
same mills. We regard such tests as 
having no convincing value. A min- 
iature mill, like that at Passy, is not 
a fit substitute for a large establish- 
ment. When the middlings, instead 
of being passed to the next machine, 
as in regular milling operations, are 
run into sacks to be treated again next 
day, they have suffered damage by the

he roller mills, pipes and bolts may 
or may not be cleaned in prepara- 
tion for the test milling. In the first 
case all the angles would fill up with 
the material treated, and the yield be 
lessened. Or if not cleaned, whatever 
was before ground would mix with the 
tested goods and mar the accuracy of 
results. It seems very strange, too, 
that the mill building house at Passy, 
having already such poor results from 
their experimental mill, should not 
have chosen to make the tests on some 
one of the fine mills which they have 
built in the vicinity of Paris.
